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The Portuguese Miracle 


Portugal seems on the way to achieving a 
true political miracle transformation from 
West Europe's most benighted dictatorship 
to one of Its shinier if wabblier democracies 


in barely two years’ time. The result is not ° 


yet signed and sealed. Even after parlia- 
mentary and presidential elections are held 
in April and June, respective.y, the chances 
of slippage won't be gone. Still, wher one 
considers not just the distance moved but 
the perils averted so far—civil war, mass 
bloodshed, coup of the left, countercotp of 
the right, foreign intervention, outright 
economic collapse—the dimensions of the 
Portuguese miracle are plain. 

Events are still unfolding; history will have 
its own judgments. Contemporary observers 
cannot fail to give first credit, however, to 
Portugal's armed forces. They made and 
sustained the revolution of April 25, 1974. in 
which the Salazar-Caetano dictatorship fell. 
They terminated the colonial empire in 
Africa, lifting the single burden most respon- 
sible for Portugal's 20th-century backward- 
ness. And if in their political inexperience 
they subsequently brought their country 
near chaos, they redeemed themselves hand~ 
somely late last month by formally agreeing 
to restrict their own political power and to 
turn rule over to the legislature (and pres- 
ident) to be elected in the spring. The 
armed forces did this, moreover. while keep- 
ing Portugal within the orbit of the Western 
alliance. 

The civilian politicians have made their 
own contribution. Democratic political ac- 
tivity had been painfully limited for most of 
this century. The conditions under which the 
parties had to organize after the April 25 
revolution could not have been more dif- 
ficult. Yet the principal democratic parties 
~Socialists, Popular Democrats, Christian 
Democrats—fought ceaselessly against the 
twin dangers of praetorian rule and Com-~ 
munist dictatorship and they carried the 


great majority of the Portuguese-neople with 


them. At least two gifted leaders emerged — 


in Lisbon in this period, Socialist Marlo 
Soares and Popular Democrat Francisco Sa 
Carneiro. Oné of them is likely to be the 
new democratically chosen premier. They 
have their political differences and their 
differences im program. But both are tough, 
idealisticaily combining toughness with idéal- 


ism; both are worldly, Western—and proven 


in fire. 

In ἃ sense. democratic Portuga] is a Eu- 
ropean creation, the most important Euro- 
pean political project of recent years. The 


Socialists of West Europe in particular have . 


given invaluable political, organizational 
and financial help to the struggling Portu- 


guese polity, and the Common Market has 


offered significant assistance to the Portu~ 
guese economy. Europeans well recognize 
their own stake in Portugal—and for that 
matter in Spain. Here one must say, how- 
ever, that the ostensible leader of the West 
tas done far less than it could and should. 
For too long a time, U.S. policy was hostage 
to the peculiar historical pessimism of the 
secretary of state, who seemed to think in 
effect that Portugal was a poor. bet, a push~ 


over for Communism, the first “Mediter~- ἢ 


ranean domino.” A more tempered view 
seems since to have penetrated the State 
Department’s seventh floor but it has yet 


_to be reflected in the specific programs— 
“most of all, econoniic credits—which are 


essential now to Portugal's stability and 
welfare. 
Everything suggests that the parilamen- 


tary election of April will be a success In that - 


the democratic parties will win big, the Com- 


munists will be further discredited, and the | 


military will honor the results. That should 
put an end to any U.S. doubts, offictal and 
otherwise, about whether Portugal is a good 
bet or not,

About 100 foreign political groups—Com~-

munist leader Earl Browder, the excommuni- 
cation of Tito and his Yugoslav Communists, 
and the execution or imprisonment—after 
farcical frameup “triais’—of numerous high 
Communists in Eastern Europe. 

It 15 evident that for the moment the 


Soviet leadership believes it must tolerate - 


heretics—or at least some heretics: and 


Brezhnev has issued g joint public statement | 


with Italy’s Enrico Berlinguer declaring his 
“respect for the independence” of each Com- 
munist party. But there is not even any- 
thing new in that, 

Brezhnev signed similar declarations with 
Alexander Dubcek in 1968; and there can be 
little doubt that given the opportunity Brezh- 
nev would gladly see to it that the current 
crop of foreign Communist dissidents shared 
disgrace with Dubcek, or perhaps the fate 
of Laszlo Rajk, Rudolf Slansky, Bela Kun 
and numerous other deceased victims of 
Moscow's incurable zeal for conformity 
among those it recognizes as Communists.

In my expe- 
rience, this is the first time that 
this category has ever been test- 
ed in this manner, 


Few Collectors 


‘There were few collectors, most- 
ly casual ‘buyers, and these, wary 
of fakes and, above all, “restored” 
Pleces, were only prepared to pay 
the minimum. 

There were several fakes in 
the sale. Some,.in accordance 
with standard salesroom conven- 
tion, were Usted without date, 
which means the expert considers 
them to be forgeries. There was, 
for example, a sliver shallow bowl 
in a style cultivated in Iran in 
the “Tth-6th centuries BC, with 
lotus bod ornaments in high 
relief. Not long ago, this kind of 
imitation took in many dealers 
and private buyers. No longer. 
The piece was knocked down at 
604 francs. The price of a gen- 
wine piece in this style would 
now be in the area of 10,000 to 
15,000 francs. 

Here and there dubious pieces 
slipped through the experts’ 
scrutiny. A green schist oil lamp, 
supposedly 10th century—not 12th, 
as stated in the catalogne—is un-

More surprising were the low 
prices brought by the animal- 
shaped vessels, known to special- 
ists as rhytons, from the Caspian 
highlands. An excellent stylized 
bull, mede in that brownish-pink- 
ish earthenware with ash-like 
spots here and there that char- 
acterize the finds made at the 
ΜΕΤΗ͂Ν went for only 3,480 francs, 
well below the 5,000-6,000 francs 
one might have hoped for. τὰ 
may quite possibly have suffered 
from the nearness of a similar 
piece which, according to the ex- 
perts’ description, was restored 
and partly made up. But at first 
sight the two specimens must 
have struck many visitors as dis- 
turbingly alike. 

Nothing is more devastating on 
the art market than confusion, 
and confusion is what killed this 
market as it Killed the market 
for Greek terracotta figurines 
from Tanagra earlier in the cen- 
tury. Confusion here affects the 
authentification of objects as well 
as prices.
